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Westward Ho... A New Milestone 


When President Robert H. MacRae brings down 
his gavel in San Francisco to open the 86th Annual 
Forum, the occasion will mark a special milestone 
in the history of the Conference — the successful 
completion of a five-year plan to rotate the Annual 
Forum to the major regions of the United States. 
Beginning with the 1955 Annual Forum in San 
Francisco, then St. Louis in 1956, Philadelphia in 
1957, Chicago in 1958, now in 1959 we will be “right 
back where we started from.” 

This achievement is significant in more ways than 
one. It establishes the NCSW and its many Associ- 
ate Groups as national organizations in the true 
sense of the word. No longer can any organization 
with the word “national” in its name or constitution 
continue to hold its general meetings in one or two 
regions of the country. The richness of the con- 
tribution which each region makes to the program 
content of the Annual Forum is ample reward for 
individual attenders from other parts of the country. 
It helps national organizations remain responsive to 
local, state and regional needs and interests. 

Furthermore, a local organization, which restricts 
its own conference activities to its own region can- 
not give assurance to its community that the best 
techniques of organization are used and that its 
performance standards are high. 

Still another achievement is that the plan has 
been financed entirely by a national membership 
and no host community has been asked to raise 
special funds to underwrite either the normal costs 
of the Annual Forum or the extra costs which may 
be involved in meeting in any particular section of 
the country. This has been made possible by several 
thousand individuals and organizations who have 
been NCSW members for five years or more; by 
the relatively high Annual Forum registrations in 
recent years, with good national representation; and 
by consistently strong support and participation by 
the national organizations which hold Associate 
Group status. 


The successful completion of the second five-year 
plan will depend on the continued membership sup- 
port of individuals and organizations whether or not 
they can attend the Annual Forum in any particular 
year and on everyone keeping in mind a truism more 
often misquoted than quoted; “It’s no farther from 
San Francisco to New York than it is from New 
York to San Francisco.”

INCOME TAX DEDUCTIONS 
FOR CONFERENCE EXPENSES 


Since we have received a number of inquiries about deduct- 
ing expenses incurred in attending the National Conference 
on Social Welfare, we thought it would be helpful to publish 
here the most accurate information we have on the subject. 
The situation is different for staff members and for board 
members or volunteers. 

1. As far as professional workers (staff members of social 
agencies) are concerned, their expenses would appear to be 
deductible as business expenses to the extent that they are 
not reimbursed by the agency employing the individual. It 
has long been suggested, however, that it would be wise for 
agencies to have a clearly stated written policy setting forth 
the extent to which expenses of staff members are to be 
reimbursed and stating specifically that any excess costs are 
to be borne by the worker himself. This is important in order 
to make it quite clear that the bearing of unreimbursed ex- 
penses is not a voluntary act on the part of the professional 
worker. 

2. With regard to board members and other agency volun- 
teers, it has been held that a taxpayer who gives his services 
gratuitously to an organization, contributions to which are 
deductible under section 23(0) of the Internal Revenue Code, 
and who incurs unreimbursed traveling expenses, including 
the cost of meals and lodging, while away from home in 
connection with the affairs of the association and at its 
direction may deduct the amount of such unreimbursed 
expenses in computing his net income. The phrase “at its 
direction” in the preceding sentence would imply that board 
members and volunteers should receive a letter in advance 
from their agency officially requesting their attendance at 
the particular Conference. 


Audio-Visual Aids at the Annual Forum 


The final program will contain complete details 
on the sessions being planned by the Conference 
Committee on Audio-Visual Aids. The latest films 
in the social welfare field and related fields will be 
shown, and there will be presentations on other 
audio-visual aids which the Committee considers to 
be of interest to those attending the Annual Forum. 


The Committee on Audio-Visual Aids, which is 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. Aline B. Auerbach 
of the Child Study Association of America consists 
of twenty-one members appointed by the Conference 
President, who serve on a rotating basis. It is respon- 
sible to the Program Commitee.

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EMPLOYMENT SERVICE 


Each year the centralized Employment Service 
becomes more and more prominent among the activi- 
ties of the NCSW Annual Forum. Last year, the 
services prior to and during the Forum, included 
orders from 557 employers listing 1160 vacancies 
and there were 393 applications processed. These 
figures do not include numerous inquiries and inter- 
views which were not recorded. 


A public employment service, manned by employ- 
ment specialists, will be a feature of the 1959 National 
Conference on Social Welfare. This service is made 
possible by the cooperation of the National Con- 
ference on Social Welfare, National Social Welfare 
Assembly, Social Work Vocational Bureau and the 
U. S. Employment Service. 

The placement service will be provided by the 
California Department of Employment in Coopera- 
tion with the U. S. Employment Service. The pri- 
mary purpose is to provide means for bringing job 
orders and job applicants together at the Conference. 
A staff of experienced Employment Service inter- 
viewers, conveniently located, will be available to 
review orders, interview applicants, and facilitate 
the getting together of employers and social workers. 
Labor market information will aso be available to 
those who desire it. 


If you are planning to attend the National Con- 
ference on Social Welfare, and wish to use the em- 
ployment service this is how to do it: 

Advance Registration: Deadline, May 8, 1959. 
There are over 1800 local Employment Service 
offices throughout the country. They have the appro- 
priate forms and will assist employers and applicants 
prepare them. 


Employers: As soon as your vacancy occurs, 
register it at the nearest local office of the State 
Employment Service and ask that your order be 
forwarded to the National Conference on Social Wel- 
fare, if it has not been filled by May 8. 

Job Applicants: Social workers interested in posi- 
tions, register at the nearest local employment 
service office. Take with you a brief resume of edu- 
cation and experience, job and location preferences, 
and desired salary, which will be attached to the 
employment service form. Ask to have your appli- 
cation forwarded to the National Conference on 
Social Welfare if you have not been satisfactorily 
placed by May 8. 

Activating registration at the National Confer- 
ence on Social Welfare: The employer or applicant 
must check in at the Employment Service Center 
immediately upon arrival, so that the earlier local 
registration can be activated. 

The Employment Service will interview each ap- 
plicant, giving him an opportunity for referral to 
the vacancies in which he is interested and for 
which he is qualified. The applicant is then respon- 
sible for effecting an appointment with the employer. 

Registration at the National Conference on Social 
Welfare: Applicants and employers can be given 
more satisfactory service if they register in advance 
at their local employment service office. If you have 
any intention of attending the Forum, register locally 
by May 8. 


While registrations will be taken at the Forum 
you will get quicker and better service if you register 
in advance. 

All orders or applications filed will be returned 
to the local employment service office after the 
Forum, to follow through as to whether they have 
been filled. If not filled, the local office, through the 
regular employment service machinery, will con- 
tinue to try to effect a satisfactory placement.

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The program of the 86th Annual Forum is or- 
ganized in line with the plan recommended by the 
Conference Study Committee. The report of this 
Committee, containing full details, was printed in the 
January 1949 CONFERENCE BULLETIN, copies 
of which are available from the Conference office 
on request. 


The plan provides for meetings arranged by the 
National Conference Program Committee to take 
place on Sunday evening, all day Monday and Wed- 
nesday, and Friday morning.
